Warren streets, Kliues's Hall, "Washington 
Market, Gelding's Hint mill, Fish A.Green's 
saw mill, Hutchinsoii's bow factory, Wat- 
sou's foundry and a portion of tho Catholic 
parsonage were unroofed.

flooded from sis to ten feet deep, by tho ex- 
traordinary high tide, and thousands of tons 
of hay in stacks wero floated away or de- 
stroyed.

KECEIPTS. 


To GLEAM GLASS.—"Water liuio applied 


with ft dry, soft cloth, will giro glass a nice, 
olw oast. 


STOVE POLISH IKD SOAPSUDS.—If Btovo 


polish la miied with very strong soapsuds, 
the luster appears immediately, tmd the 
dust of tho polish does not fly mound as it, 
usually does. 


To MAKK 
PEPPEK YINRCAH.—Take si 


large red peppers, ulil them up, and boil 
them iu tlire* piutsof strong vinegar down 
to one quart. Slraiu it, mid bottle for use. 
It will keep for years. 


TOMATO OMELET.—Beat up six eggs, mix 


two Ublaspoonsf ul of flour with a little milk, 
and add pepper aud wait to taste. _Peel and 
cliop very fine four tomatoes, atir all to- 
gether aud fry in butter. Oyster omelet in 
mad* iu the same way, substituting ft dozen 
chopped oysters for tho tomatoes. 


OISTER SAUCE.—Take fifty oysters, rinse 


and put them iu a stew-pan with one gill of 
cream. As noon as they became hot, stir 
in one ounce of butter, mixed to a paste 
witli a little flour. This is 
a 
delightful 


sauce to eat with boiled turkey or fine, fat 
young pullets, in 
which case the fowls 


•hould also bo stuffed with ujblcrs acd 
bread-crumbs. 


To BOIL KICK, CAKOLIXA FASUIOX-—To one 


pint of rice put one quart of watei*. Cover 
closely and boil rapidly. When done, enuh 
grain will be distinct, well swelled,_ and very 
white. Twenty minutes are sufficient for 
the whole process, llice should always be 
picked over careful!}', false grains removed, 
and cooked in n stew-pan clean to nicety^ 


LEUOS CUSTARD PXK.—For two pics: Mix 


together tho yolks o»sk eggs, well beaten, 
four heaping tablespooufuls of whito coffee 
sugar, the grated rind of three large lemons, 
aud about one pint of milk. Bake in one 
orust; put oil ft frosting made of tho whites 
of four eggs, four tablespooufuls of white 
sugar, and tho juice of three lemons. Boko 
till the frosting is polo brown. 


KASCID BUTTER MADE KWV.KT,—Rimcid 


butter can be made as sweet as when first 
churned by the following process : To one 
quart of water add lULy-iivo drops of '.he 
chloride of lime ; then wash thoroughly iu 
this mixture fivo pounds of rimuid butter. 
It must romam in tho mixture two hours. 
Then wash twice iu pure water and once in 
sweet milk ; add salt. This preparation of 
lime contaiuH nothing injurious. 


LADI- FIXGERS. — Beat tho yolk.; of 
four 


eggs with a 
r quarter pound of sugar till 


smooth and light. Whisk tho whites of the 
eggH, and add to those aud sift in a quarter 
pound of flour. Make into a smooth paste, 
and lay on buttered paper in the size and 
shape the cakes aro required. Bake quickly. 
While hot press two of the cakes into one 
011 the flat side. 


PASTRY Fon PIES AND TA.IITS.—Take three 


cups of sifted flour, 0110 tnblespoouful of 
white sugar, 0110 tablospoouful of salt, one 
nup of lard and half ft cup of cold water; stir 
with a spoon find roll out for your pies. 
This is for three pies, and you can enlarge 
it as you wish. Do not put your bauds to 
it nor roll it except to spread it out thin, if 
you wish it short find crispy, aud not flaky 
aud tough. 


SIMPLE CORN MEAL PUDDING.---Stir into a 


quart of boiling milk tho yolks of two eggs, 
throe heaping tablespooufuls of sifted meal 
and half n cup of sugar well beaten together. 
Cook five minutes, stirring constantly; ro- 
inore from tho fire and add tho whites of 
the eggs beaten to n stiff froth.

moderate oven.

oysters, nud serve very hot. Tbcss frittcre 
are an addition to any break f as L tablo.
